The Kern plateau, or the Tulare 
plateau if you live in Tulare county, 
is a sizeable hunk of real estate, 
lying east of the Big Kern river be- 
tween the low-elevation mountains 
of the Kernville country and the 
high-elevation, rugged terrain of 
the Rocky Basin Lake area in the 
Little Whitney country. 

In its nearly 1,000 square miles 
of Sierra lands, most of which is in 
the Sequoia National Forest but

National Forest, the plateau. of- 
fers full application of the Forest 
service’s multiple use management 
plan that is designed to provide 
watershed protection, develop the 
forest to provide continuous tim- 
ber harvest, maintain favorable 
conditions for fish and wildlife, 
maintain livestock range capacity, 
and protect and develop recreation 
potential.

BIG DEAL — DEFACE A CROSS 


It is difficult to understand the demented reasoning that 
would lead some punk — or several punks — to smear paint on 
the cross in Murry park. (See photo) 

Just what claim to fame is connected with such an act we 
don't know, and we don't know how tough a penalty can be 
levied, but we hope that when these smart guys are caught, police 
and the judge go the limit. 

Coupled with the cross defacing was another park incident 
in which a person was attacked — arrests have been made in this 
case and at least one known punk stands a good chance of being 
put away for awhile. 

And vandals have been hitting the Porterville cemetery, tip- 
ping over headstones and turning on water that caused a grave 
to cave in. 

When they are caught we suggest the maximum penalty — 
not bleeding heart sympathy, but an approach that perhaps the 
toughs will understand — a tough approach. 

As for we citizens there is one thing we can do about inci- 
dents of violence and vandalism. We can help the cops. And 
we can impress on our children that they should help the cops. 
We can cooperate with the police if we witness an unlawful act 
by providing descriptions, by testifying in court if necessary. 

This is important because often the police cannot make a 
case simply because a person with information clams up in order 
to protect a lawbreaker, or because of fear of reprisal. 

Neither reason is valid, for the greater fear is that criminals 
and punks will be given more and more latitude — that incidents 
in our own Murry park and our own cemetery will be accelerated 
to a point where we have areas comparable to crime infested 
parks and streets that are becoming so common in our larger 
cities. 

We don't understand the mind of the punk who defaces a 
cross, or tips over a gravestone, or beats someone up in the park. 

But as a citizen we believe it is our obligation to help, if we 
can, in apprehending and convicting this aforementioned punk. 

Unless, of course, we want punks and hoods to eventually 


run our cities.
